W ANDERING, Sept. 7, 1869. 

At the village of the Virgin, where he 
lives, I have just had an interview with A. 
J. Lipton,the State Superintendent Electof 
Tennessee, and am agreeably disappointed 
with his views, some of which are pecu- 
liar, no lover of education can on the whole 
be dissatisfied. While he is somewhat an- 
chored to the past, and an admirer of meth- 
ods on which there is perceptible length of 
rust, he is yet in sympathy with much that 
has been done by his predecessor. He will 
perhaps make some changes if possible, in 
the County Superintendents, and he will 
undoubtedly be in favor of some amend- 
ments to the school-law, which is defect- 
ive. But he will personally visit the dif- 
ferent counties of the State; he will be se- 
duced by no temptation into a hostility to 
the recommended books and, as far as in 
him lies, he will put an end to the’ infa- 
mous peculations of the Tennessee School 
Fund. He expressed himself very hopeful 
of the measures our Georgia Educational 
Convention took at its late session in At- 
lanta. 
Mr. Tipton, is a plain, quiet farmer, and 
has kept his own council in reference to his 
intentions. This letter contains the first 
intimation of his course, yet published.

Again hath our Whitehall contemporary 
taken us to task for sundry views of ours 
modestly advanced last Saturday, upon the 
subject of our re-reconstructing Execu- 
tive.

Freely translated, it 
means that when a man gets wrong, there 
is no telling to where its down-grade will 
take him. 

Who would have thought six months 
ago, that not only would the Intelligencer 
be to-day the full supporter of Governor 
Bullock, but that it would be instituting 
comparisons between him and the Democ- 
racy of Georgia, uncomplimentary to the 
latter?

Her tall form is beautifully molded, her 
eyes are large and expressive, and speaks 
often things which, correctly, etiquette for- 
bids her tongue to utter. Her complexion 
is exquisitely transparemt. I am assured 
by her Russian admirer that her rich brown 
hair sweeps the ground when she lets it fall 
over her shoulders to dry in issuing from 
the bath. Last year at Kissengen, a barber, 
mistaking her for somebody else, as she 
was walking in the environs of the town, 
after bathing, offered hera large salary if 
she would go with him to Paris and Lon- 
don, and let him tell his customers that she 
was in the habit of using some capillary 
wash he sells. Bavarian girls, whatever 
may be the reason, have the finest hair in 
Europe. There is in the town where the 
fair Austrian Empress passed her child- 
hood, the monument of a girl who died 0 
having too much of it. It is stated in her 
epitaph that the nourishment of her body 
was absorbed by the capillary vessels, and 
that her hair in ashort spaceof ten months 
grew, on its being shaved, to the extraor- 
dinary length of three yards.”

THE GaVIN EXAMINATION.—On yester- 
day, John Gavin was arraigned for preliminary 
examination before B. D. Smith, N. P.,and Thomas 
Spencer, J. P.,charged with an assault with in- 
tent to murder John Ellsworth. Hon. W.H. Hul- 
sey and Harry Jackson appeared for the prosecu- 
tion, and D. P. Hill and B. H. Thrasher for the 
defense. We will give only a synopsis of the main 
features of the evidence offered by the State. 

It appears from the testimony, that Ellsworth 

and friends had been at Gavin’s saloon, drinking 
and bad taken about eighteen drinks. Gavin 
charged Flisworth $10 50 for the drinks, to which 
Elisworth demurred. He, however, handed Gavin 
$11, and Gavin returned fifty cents, which Ells- 
worth refused to receive, saying that he would 
give that amount to find him out. Gavin ordered 
Elisworth and his party out. Ellsworth said he 
would not go until Whit Anderson told him to go- 
Gavin tried then to put him out. Ellsworth 
slapped him in the face, telling him he had swin- 
died him. Ellsworth and party went out the back 
door, through the alley, and up White- 
hall to Lawshe’s corner, where they stood 
some thirty or forty-five minutes, talking. Ells- 
worth complained that Gavin had treated him 
badly. While here, one of the witnesses saw 
Gavin come to his front doar, and heard him say: 
“T’ll see him after this.’’ Ellsworth remarked 
that it was time to go to bed, and the crowd start- 
ed down towards the National Hotel. When op- 
posite the alley, between the National Hotel and 
Lawshe’s Drug Store, the crowd saw one or two 
drunken women coming down the steps, and 
Stopped to see the fan. Ellsworth went in the 
alley. Gavin came down the steps with a club, 
some 18 inches long in his hand, and when about 
the second or third step from the bottom, struck 
Ellsworth on the head. Simultaneous with the 
raising of Gavin’s hand to strike, his bar-tender 
Put out the light, in the alley. Gavin again 
Struck the second time when Ellsworth fell to the 
ground senseless. A witness, Jones, who attempt- 
ed to get in the door up stairs, and was parily in, 
received iwoseyere blows on the bead, which 
rendered him senseless. 

The evidence fully sustains the charge that 
Guvin inflicted the blows. 

Dr. O'Keefe testifies, that though Elisworth’s 
condition was now promising fora recovery, yet, 
it was not certain. Death might yet ensue from 
the blows.
